fitability for Bear Archery 
Company. 

Kelly says Michigan has 
the unenviabie pusitiun of 
being one of the hardest 
states in the United States to 
do business. Costs of work- 
men's compensation, unem- 
ployment insurance and the 
general business climate of 
the state nas forced Bear and 
other companies to re-avalu- 
ate staying in Michigan. 

Kelly stresses that the 
current labor dispute be- 
tween the company and the 
Striking United Auto Work- 
ers (UAW) Local 1903, is 
having no bearing on the 
desire to relocate. 

The whole question of the 
move remains speculative at 
this point. “It (leaving Gray- 
ling) is a possibility, but any 
decision to move would not 
come prior to the conclusion 
of the approved relocation 
feasability study," says Kel- 
ly. No official meetings have 
been called yet by the city to 
deai with this latest develop- 
ment. Gary Swanson, presi- 
dent of UAW Local 1903 
confirmed that meetings are 
planned to discuss this 
Jatest company action. He 
said Tuesday he hopes to 
have meetings with local city 
officials and his union com- 
mittees but declined to 


comment on those meet- 


ings. 

Ke says the loss of the 
piant wouid be a great loss 
to the community but he 
feels the planned move is 
net related to the strike.

Persecution is the promise to 
ihuse whe live a Spirit controi- 
ted fife in Christ Jesus: “Yea, 
and all that will live godly in 
Christ Jesus shall suffer perse- 
cution.” 2 Tim 3:12. Jesus said 
we must suffer persecution as 
He dig uso: “Remember the 
word that | said unto you, The 
servant is not greater than his 
lord. If they have persecuted 
me, they wiil also persecute you 
..." John 15:20. The context of 
this verse explains why we shall 
be persecuted: “If the world 
hate you, ye know that it hated 
me before it hated you. if ye 
were of the world, the world 
would love his own: but be- 
cause ye are not of the world, 
but! have chosen you out of the 
world, therefore the world hat- 
eth you.”

Those in the early church were 
repeatedly thrown in jails, Acts 
8:3; beaten and stoned, Acts 
7:55-60, and were repeatedly 
threatened, mocked and gen- 
erally the objects of wrath, Acts 
9:1, In “Foxe’s Christian Martyrs

“Thanks, Telegraph,” the wo- 
man caller said sarcastically. 

She rang off the telephone 
and left no doubt that she was 
not happy with her newspaper. 

She had called about keeping 
2 picture out of the paper. and 
she did not get the answer she 
wanted. She got the only honest 
answer we could give her. 

She said she was a member 
of the (lecal) Education Assn. 
on an informational picket line. 

When the president of the 
(association) advised a reporter 
hat the teacher's organization 
was setting up the picket lines, 
a photographer was assigned to 
take a picture. 

“L told him that | didn’t want 
my picture in the paper. There 
weie going to he different 
people there in five minutes and 
he could have taken someone 
else. He didn't wait.” 

WE EXPLAINFD that the 
photographer had another as- 
signment to go to and that there 
was a possibility we would not 
use the picture. But we told the 
caller that we could not guaran- 
tee that her picture would not be 
used

The answer apparentiy did 
Not satisfy the woman who did 
not want her picture in the 
paper. Our answer went some- 
thing like this: 

A PUBLIC SCHOOL teacher 
on an informational picket line, 
on public property is a matter of 
public interest.

The Commission believes that increased consers 
of gas in the State of Michigan is particularly nec 
and that the Commission should encourage Uie Corse 
tion of natural gas and. if possible, assist in inercasing the 
supply of natural gas for the benefit of present as well as 
potential customers of Michigan gas utilities, the State, 
and the nation. The proceedings are for die purpose of

Each ot Michigan's 
148 state lawmakers will get a pay increase 
in 1977 of $3.500 a year, hiking nay up to 
$22.500. plus annuai automatic expenses of 
another $4,300 a year. 

If the taxpayers expect their lawmakers to 
work full time, year-around, at the task of 
iunning the state, then they should pay 
them well and without quibble. in my 
opinion: $22,500 is not too high for round- 
troubies of their constituents and the state 
business.

at for the market value. He 
said this type of tax is 
weighted against the north 
country which is expanding 
and growing. He said in 
southern areas land prices 
are fairly stable and people 
are not faced with increased 
taxes. 

The fears of educators are 
that as taxes go up, more 
and more services and pro- 
grams wiil be cut and this in 
the end can be a deuble- 
edged sword. Cutting costs 
can Save money but it means 
hurting students at the same 
time. Locally, costs have 
been held down by ley-offs 
and some cuts to keep costs 
ai ihe same level. This has 
reached a point now where 
something has to give. Dean 
explained that some people 
think education can be re- 
duced to what it was many 
years ago and thus save 
costs. Many people think 
that the way it was 50 years 
ago was good enough for 
schools now. “If we cut 
physical education we could 
save some doffars but a fat 
of kids benefit a tremendous 
amount from that program,” 
ho said 

{f the quality of education 
deteriorates in the local high 
school, there are many bad 
effects. Dean says one of the 
biggest attractions to people 
moving here is a good 
school and a varied curri- 
culum which they are used 
to having in other areas. He 
fears tax cuts in the long run 
could mean poorer educa- 
tion and people by-passing 
the area for other nozthern 
centers. 

He agreed as well that 
students here in Grayling 
will suffer if they try to move 
on to other schools without 
a good education here. A 
student who never played 
basketba!! in high school, 
for instance, would have 
little chance of playing in 
college, 

On an academic level the 
same holds true. Dean was 
asked if students who did 
not have a large variety of 
courses in high school would 
be able to compete with 
other students from larger 
centers when they reached a 
university. Dean agreed there 
would be problems. He 
pointed out as well that 
varied courses in school now 
mean that the same amount 
of subject matter is taught 
but in different forms. He 
said in past years studenis 
were taught a certain number 
of hours of English. Now the 
same amaunt is taught hut 
some students may take 
English built around sports, 
stories or other areas of 
interest. Dean says this 
means that students become 
interested in what they are 
doing and actively partici- 
paie in ciasses railer than 
sitting and being bored. 

Dean says this year a 
citizen's committee is look- 
ing at the whole education 
program here locally and will 
make recommendations to 
ihe board on Now it shouid 
run the program. Although 
tho hoard has the final say, 
much of the responsibility 
for the changes if any, will 
come from the committee 
which should make their 
recommendations within the 
next three months.

A number of people have 
called the City Office concern- 
ing whether or not benefits paid 
to striking employees by a 
Union are taxable as income 
earned within the City. 

Page 51 of IAS Publication 
17, “Your Federal Income lax, 
1977 Edition”, has the following 
statement: 

“Strike and lockout benefits 
paid by a union from union 
dues, including both cash ard 
the fair market value of goods 
received, are includable in in- 
come unless the facts clearly 
show that such benefits were 
intended as gifts.” 

If receipt of strike benefits is 
contingent upon the recipient 
pertorming some service for the 
locai union, such benefits be- 
come income and are includable 
in gross income for Federal, 
State and City Income Tax 
returns. 

We have furnished this in- 
formation to Local 1903 Presi- 
dent, Gary Swanson; however 
we feil that publication thru the 
media would aiso De aavisavie.
